INDICATIONS ALL POINT TOWARDS A RENEWAL OF IMMIGRATION 
ACTIVITY IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE, PROBABLY IN APRIL OR MAY 


L. B. Nicholson, just returned from 
the Municipal Convent/ion held in Cal¬ 
gary, reports a most enthusiastic gath¬ 
ering of over 400 representatives of 
Municipal Districts in Alberta. 

Several important questions, effect¬ 
ing the welfare of various Municipal¬ 
ities were taken up and diseased— 
p-rhaps the most importane being the 
question of Public Health—lion. x\. G. 
Mackay, Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs and Public Health—in a n-ost in¬ 
teresting and instruct v -- speech of an 
hour’s duration enipiias-zed the grow- 
ingn eed of a medical school inspec¬ 
tion of each individual child of the 
Province, and outline l a scheme by 
which with the help of the Municipal 
School Districts this inspection could 
be made practicable. 

The question of Municipal Hail In¬ 
surance came up for considerable dis- 
cusion, Mr- Malcolm explained the 
working details of the act in a ch ar 
concise manner and pointed out some 
of the advantages of the new act over 
the old. 

Space does not permit us to deal 
with the various Municipal resolutions 
cLalt with .by the convention, all tend¬ 
ing toward the simplification of the 
working of the R. M. Acts, but men¬ 
tion ought to be made of two- -one 
dealing with the Wild Lands Tax: 
which required that a percentage of 
this Tax be reefundedto the Districts 
in which such Tax is collected. The 
resolution was tabled on moiton alter 
a lively discussion, and was later froz¬ 
en out. 

A resolution dealing with cattle,be¬ 
longing to other than resident rate¬ 
payers which was discussed, and the 
opinion of the convention was strongly 
in favor of government action being 
taken. / 

Regarding the city of Calgary, our 
impression of that city at last brought 
home to us, the meaning of the term 
a Calgary Eye Opener. 

Calgary as a model of a well lighted, 
clean, and progressive business city, 
need take second place to none— 
though if a suggestion may be given, 
we would like that in future conven¬ 
tions, thee city officials endeavour to 
give some better provision for the wel¬ 
fare and entertainment of the wives 
or women folk of the delegates—Cal¬ 
gary may well take a leson in this 
respect —from Edmoneon.

There is ,it is estimated, an export¬ 
able surplus of wheat and flour in the 
Dominion from last year’s crop 
from sixty to seventy million bushels, 
and there has not been, for some time 
past, any demand for it from over¬ 
seas, the chief reasons being the short¬ 
age of tonnage, congestion of overseas 
terminals, and the fact that Great Bri¬ 
tain has at the present time a very 
considerable stock on hand. 

In Australia, at the beginning of 
January, there was an estimated ex¬ 
portable surplus of 215,000,000 bush¬ 
els, in the Argentine 165,000,000, in the 
United States something in the 
neighbourhood of 300,000,000. Wheat 
in Australia at the last hearing was 
priced at $1.16 a bushel.

Owing to recent -legislation regard¬ 
ing Hail Insurance, your council were 
obliged to pas a Hail Insurance by-law 
which, if approved by the majority of 
proprietory resident electors voting, 
will cause all lands in this district 
to be insured against hail loss To 
put this statute into effect will require 
the approval of forty-five districts 
throughout the province. It is to bo 
remembered that, although all lands 
become automaticaly insuredv against 
loss through hail, it is entirely at the 
option of each individual whether he 
will be included in the operation of 
the Act, or withdraw his land from 
the scheme. In the same way, altho 
th,e act should not pass, any owner 
of land may have his land brought 
under the working of the statute by 
making application to have his land

(Continued from front page) 
gary during the present month. 

In March last your council passed a 
by-law for the purpose of advancing 
seed grain to those unable to purchase 
same through crop failure or other ad- 
and the sum of 


verse circumstances 
$2647. 95 was expended in this manner. 

Owing to special arrangements made 
by the province for the purpose of 
enacting the necesary by-law for fur¬ 
nishing seed grain in the same way for 
the coming spring, your council held 
a special meeting in January of the 
present year, and made arrangements 
to advance up to the sum of $25000 to 
farmers not ablet o buy their own grain 
Applications are already in for the 
greater part of this amount, and it is 
expected that the amount required 
will not be far short of the estimate. 

During the year the sum of $100 was 
set aside for the purpose of Public 
Health administration: but owing to 
the Influenza epidemic the estimate 
was exceeded. Your expenditure on 
this head was, however, far less than 
most other districts. The foregoing 
estimate was necessarily, based upon 
normal health conditions. 

During the year the Cemetery at 
Butcher Lake was laid out in plots, and 
driveways staked out: the fence was 
also removed owing to the change in 
the water level (^f the lake at the south 
side: and the pltjts were all numbered. 
The cemetery grounds were purchased 
from the Dominion Government at a 
cost of $200 , 

With a little labor and paint in the 
coming summer, this cemetery would 
easily be one of the neatest in this 
part of the province. Plots are for sale 
at the sum of $5, and half-plots may 
be acquired for the sum of $2.50. A 
deed is given with each plot, and proper 
registration of each burial is now car¬ 
ried out. It is to be hoped that all 
who have dead relatives buried in this 
cemetery will come and purchase I 


thi district, from four to two cents 
per acre, but judging for the reply 
received from the Department, no 
change is likely to be made.

in the spring of 1918, this has been a 
difficult year for each distinct.

It will also be noticed that nearly 
$5000 has been advanced to the var 
ious school districts in the District, 
over and above the sums collected for 
school taxes.

Coyote bounty was paid on 205 skins 

The amount remitted in taxes, or 
written off the books in accordance 
with the legislation in the matter of
